An experiment ‘dealing with 
voice defects on practice-teachers 


by use of: the dictaphone and an 


Opthalmograph, eye movement re- 
corder machine, has been made by 
the department of education. 

Records of practice-teachers’ 
voices, and of the voices of sev- 
eral faculty’ members have been 
made: and: a comparison of the 
voices made, in an effort to-'dis- 
cover the defects in the quality, 
volume, and variance in ‘the ‘tohe 
of their voices and the defects: of 
pronunciation .of words.’ 

By. records made. on the Op- 
thalmograph one can te)l' whether 
the reader reads by words, phras- 
es, sentences or complete thoughts, 
and whether one is a rapid reader 
or a slow reader. Whether or not 
the reader is getting the meaning 
of the words he reads can also be 
detected.

Carnegie Institute 
Completes Studies 
Of Student Minds 


(By Associated Collegiate Press) 


‘Interesting results have fol 
lowed the study made by Dr. Wil- 
liam S. Learned of the Carnegie 
Foundation, of, comparative scores 
of information ‘held by high school 
seniors and college students. He 
studied 49 colleges in Pennsylva- 
nia and a large group of high 
schools, giving ‘four-hour compre- 
hensive . tests to students. He 
found that: . 
Some college freshmen knew 
more than. probably any: college 
teacher they. might.-have. Other 
freshmen - ‘had so little knowledge 


that: it was” a-“practical® im possté. 


bility” they’ would ‘Jearn much: ‘in 
college. No background. 

Ten per cent of 1,500 high 
school seniors knew more’ than 
did half of 3,700 students just fin- 
ishing college. _ 

Twenty-five per cent of the col- 
lege seniors knew less than half 
of 6,700 college sophomores. 

Ten per cent of the collegé sen- 
jors knew less than did half of 
the high school seniors. 

In general, the “enormous 
spread. of scores completely belies 
the scholastic classification to 
which our registrars. now devote 
such meticulous pains.”
